FIGHTING T.B. IN ISRAEL 


Disease Still a Problem 


By a Jewish Curonicie Reporter 


The reports that there was no more 
a problem of tuberculosis in’ Israel, 
which were given wide currency some 
lime ago, were described as “ stupid 
and ignorant” by Mr. David Wig- 
man, Organising Seeretary of - the 
British Friends of the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis League of Israel. He told the 
innual meeting of the Friends, held 
at Woburn House, London, on Sun- 
day, that with the ‘renewal of non- 
selective’ mass immigration to 
Jewish State “T.B. is still a serious 
problem, and the people of Israel look 
‘to the League .and to its Friends 
abroad to solve it,” _ 


Greater Co-operation 


He said that many of those who 
had passed through the hospitals of 
ihe League in israel were now coming 
again for treatment, and the call on 
the 1S clinics and the other services 
of the League for the detection, cure, 
and prevention of T.B. was ever 
increasing. On the positive side, Mr: 
Wigman, who recently® spent four 
weeks in Israel on behalf of the British 
Friends, noted a greater co-ordination 
and co-operation than hitherto among 
the League and the other health ser- 
vices in the country. 

Dr. Alec Lerner, Chairman of the 
British Friends, who presided over the 
Meeting, announced that the negotia- 
tions with the Haifa Municipality for 
the establishment of the “Anna. and 
Michael Wix Clinic” had come to a 


Conclusion, and that the jimplementa- 


ion of the 1£175,000 project would 
Start immediately, 

Dr. Lerner later told me that the 
Wix family had contributed the 
equivalent of about 1£100,000 towards 
the clinic and that 1£50,000 was to be 


raised by the Haifa branch of the 
Friends of the League locally. 
Opening the seventh general meet- 
ing of the Friends, the Chairman wel- 
comed the representatives of several 
organisations -which were supporting 
them financially and which constituted 


-the active strength of the movement 


in this country... Among them was 
Mr. W. Clemens, Chairman of the 
South London Society of .Christadel- 


phians, who have been assisting the - 


health services among Jews in Pales- 
tine from the Mandatory period 
onwards. 


Highest-Ever Remittance 


Mr. Rosser Chinn, the Treasurer, 
said that the accounts for the past 
year showed that there had been a 
welcome increase in donations and 
membership subscriptions collected by 
Head Office. and in the remittances 
from provincial branches.

The gathering was presided over. by 
Lord Bearsted, and the speakers were 
Sir’ Henry d’Avigdor Goldsmid, M.P., 
Sir Louis Gluckstein, and Mr. Victor 
Mishcon, J.P. About £2,500 was col- 
lected, bringing the toial amount so 
far raised to the half-way mark of 
£100,000. 

Proposing the toast of the C.B.F., 
Mr. Mishcon described it as “a great 
and monumental fund which has 
brought great glory to Anglo-Jewry 
because of the magnificent tasks it has 
been called upon to perform and the 
has. achieved.” Recalling 
the work of the C.B.F. from 1933 
onwards, he said that those who had 
been associated with that work, first 
in Britain and then in the concentra- 
tion camps of post-war Germany, had 
dedicated themselves not only to the 
memory of the 6,000,000 who had 
fallen but. also to the relief and 
rehabilitation of the remnant of Euro- 
pean Jewry who had survived. the 
holocaust and had gone. to other 
lands which had preserved the dignity 
of freedom. |

said, “* No, God is only to be found 
where you open the door and let 
Him in!” 


AND it is on Shabbat Bereshit, 
when the Festivals have gone 
into the limbo of the past and we 
resume the normal, even tenor of 
our days, that this message comes 
with all its poignant appeal. : For 
each and every one of us to some 
extent found God during these 
Days of Awe.

Sir Louis Gluckstein said that. he 
was making the appeal on behalf of 
“upwards of 2.000 poor persons, the 
Jewish refugees of Hungary . and 
Egypt, who deserve: not only our 
sympathy and our kindliness but our 
real. material help.” They had all 
hoped, Sir Louis. stated, that the era 
of refugees had ended with the war; | 
but cruelty and inhumanity and man’s 
intolerance to man were today as bad 
as they ever had been and were again 


being visited upon their jewish 
coreligionists in other lands, 
Whether -we or our ancestors. 


came here three hundred years ago, 
thirty years ago, or three years ago, 
initially we were all refugees, for few 
of us came to these shores with Wil- 
liam the Conqueror,” Sir Louis went

“ Religious Press Week,” which 
was first instituted in 1954 as a 
means of encouraging interest 
by the various religious denomina- 
tions in their own particular press 
and newspapers, is being held from 
today, Friday (October 18), until 
October 25.

Chief Rabbi’s Warning 


In a circular letter to ministers of 
synagogues under his jurisdiction the 
Chief Rabbi asked that a pronounce- 


ment be made from the pulpits during. 


Yom Kippur warning Jewish house- 


wives against purchasing meat and 


poultry from shops not licensed by 
the London Shechita Board, 


The Chief Rabbi pointed out that 


in some districts of London. there 


were a few butchers’ shops which had 
the outward appearance of kosher 
shops, displaying. such signs as the 
Magen David or the word “ Kosher,” 
and where, in fact, it had been estab- 
lished that trefa meat was sold. He 
appealed to members of the com- 
munity, in the interests of kashrut and 


communal discipline, to patronise only 
shops which prominently displayed 
the signs and notices which indicated 
that they were licensed by the London 
Shechita Board. | 

Housewives who had been jn the 
habit of purchasing meat from shops 


not so licensed, the Chief Rabbi asked, 


should cease to do so and should con- 
sult the rabbi of their district about 
the “ kashering ” of their utensils and 
crockery.

New Home for Jews’ College Library _ 


By a Correspondent 


Europe’s foremost Jewish library 
has been transferred from Woburn 
House, W.C.1, to its new and 
spacious premises in Montagu Place, 


W.1, in preparation for the opening 


of the new academic session of Jews’ 
College. 

The library now occupies two floors 
in the new home of the College and 
has-been designed on the most modern 
lines by the College architect, in 
collaboration with the librarian. The 
lav-out and the arrangement of the 
enlarged quick-reference department 
has been based on the. known needs 
of library users, and embodies 
features absent in the old. library. 
Special provision has been made for 
the future growth of the. library, 
resulting in a considerable amount of 
empty shelving now being noticeable. 
To enhance the esthetic value of the 
library yet further a floor-to-ceiling 
mural is being designed by Mr. J. 
Bornfriend, who has chosen the Jewish 
Festivals as his central theme. 


Manuscript Collection 


For the first time in its history: the 
library has a room set aside to con- 
tain its: manuscript collection,. incuna- 
bula (books printed before 1500), and 
other early and rare works, Further- 
more, one ‘bay has been reserved to 
accommodate the Montefiere Loan 
Library, one of the: largest self-con- 
tained. collections. in. --the 
Similar arrangements have been made 


for the Rev, A. L. Green Library, and 
the periodicals department. 
Since its. last move, in. 1932, the 


library has grown «by thousands of 
volumes, with the result. that the 
moving operation. was a much greater 


undertaking than it had been before. 
Since 


$932. the library has been 
enriched by the Archive Trust: Collec- 
tion of nearly 10,000 volumes of 


Hebraica and Judaica, which had. beén

libraries, in addition to the smaller 
collections such as the A, Biichler 
Library, parts of which now form the 
nucleus of our reference department. 
the S. Brodetsky Bequest, the J. H’

Israeli Judaica, the Mayerowitsch 
Music Library, and the Wigoder 
Library. These special collections. 


together with the original stock of the 
library, based on the books of the 
Jews’ and General Literary and 
Scientific Institution, the Rev, A. L. 
Green Library (added. 1883), the 
Montefiore Loan Library (1897), the 
A. Léwy Library, and numerous 
smaller benefactions, now form the 
sum total of books at Jews’ College, 
numbering nearly 60,000. 


Constant Supervision 


The moving operation was planned 
as soon as diagrams and drawings 


became ‘available from the architect 
and shelving manufacturers. — Particu- 


lar care was taken to select those 
books of sacred nature’ which. 


because of their age and/or condi- 
tion, could not be safely transferred. 
These ‘items (M1%) were assigned to 
a special “POW box” for eventual 


burial, as is customary in such cases, 


To effect their actual transfer the 
books were packed in crates, to which 
were affixed labels bearing, the shelf- 
their contents; so that 
immediately upon their arrival at the 
new library they could be sent to 
their. final location. By this system. 


whereby only one consignment of. 


books was in circulation at any one 
time, all the books were, from the 


time of their packing to the time of. 
arrival at their final destination, under - 


constant surveillance, | 
The empty shelves “at ‘Woburn 
House now bear silent witness to 30 


Years.of library service to the Anglo-. 


Jewish -community—a. service which, 


‘it is hoped, will’ be: extended even

THE NEW ENGLISH TRADITION 


“For the last seven centuries there 
has been a continuous tradition in 
European painting. The New

You 
have no festival in Israel upon which 
children rejoice (so . much) like 
Simchat... whole 
year they must behave quietly in the 
synagogue, but on Simchat Torah they 
can jump, dance, and sing. 

How beautiful this Holy-day is in 
the synagogues of Jerusalem! The 
children pass in rows around the 
Torah, in their hands (they) hold flags 
and upon them are lighted candles. 
They dance and skip, joyful and 
happy.

Holy Sheep! “and the children 
reply, “Meh!” imjtating the sound 
(voices) of sheep.

FIGHTING INFLATION

As part of the strenuous efforts 
deing made by the Government to halt 
the inflationary trends in the country, 
a i3-man Committee has been estab- 
ished by Mapai to examine the wages 
policy and subsidies. The Histadrut

Decisions in 1957 regarding certain 
Wage increases, which the Manufac- 
‘urers Association attempted to pre- 
vent, led to much unrest in industry, 
culminating in the months’ long dispute 


the Ata Company, the largest textile

_ A factor which aggravates the situa- 
ion this year is the influx of a large 
number of immigrants and the need to 
absorb them inte the existing economy 
without upsetting labour conditions. 
Mr. Levi Eshkol, the Minister of 
Tinanece, has already informed the 
committee — that prices during the 
current year must not increase by more 
than four per cent, and that to achieve 
this aim something like 1£80,000,000 
or 1£90,000,000 must be spent on 
subsidies. The present outlay on sub- 
sidies, he said, had prevented. the cost 
of living index from rising by 30 points 
and had thus saved over 1£200,000,000. 
The Minister of Labour, Mr. M. 
Namir, has presented a three-year plan 
for the building of houses for 20,000 
families at the cost of T£115 000,000.

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SIMCHAT TORAH 


THE first three weeks of the new 


year of 5718 have been devoted, in 
accordance 


with the Jewish 
calendar, to a series of Holy-day 
observances. And this religious 


_ season reaches its appropriate cul- 


mination. in Simchat Torah, the 
Rejoicing of thé Law. “Serve the 
Lord with joy ” emerges as the key- 
note which is to cheer and gladden 
our hearts as we enter upon the 
daily work of the year ahead. 

In the synagogue liturgy our joy 
finds expression in the ceremonial 
attaching to the completion and 
renewal ofthe annual cycle of the 
Reading of the Torah. The last 
two chapters of Deuteronomy 
record the final words of the Law- 
giver and the end of his life’s work. 
His farewell message stresses. the 
eternal worth and everlasting con- 
tinuity of the legacy which is being 
bequeathed for the guidance of all 
future generations: Moses com-. 
manded us the Torah as a heritage 
of the congregation of Jacob.” The 
Divine source of all earthly blessing 
abides for ever: “ The eternal God 


is a -dwelling-place, and underneath . 


are the everlasting arms.” - And 
the final. note is therefore one of 
joy and gladness: “ Happy art thou, 


O Israel, who. is like unto thee 


a people saved by the Lord.” 


From the conclusion of the Torah 
we turn again to. its . beginning. 
In the opening chapters of Genesis 
we read the sublime story of the 
Divine. creation. of the universe. 
The majestic narrative describes the 
transformation of chaos into an 
ordered world, by the. successive 
creation. of. light, the heavens, the 
land and the sea, the heavenly 
bodies, all living creatures, and 
mankind. Human. beings are 
created in the Divine image; they 
are. given. power over the forces of 
nature; and: receive the special 
blessing of the Creator. Finally, 
the whole creation is hallowed by 
the harmony and peace of the 
Sabbath. . Each successive develop- 
ment had been described as “ good ” 
and the totality as “very good.” 
Here then, too, the Divine Law 
affords us ample. sanction for 
rejoicing in accord with our 
‘Festival. 


All. the more significant is 


Simchat Torah’s message of -rejoic- 
ing when contrasted with the mood 
of perturbation and anxiety which 
now dominates mankind. It should 
be noted, therefore, that the Torah 
is certainly not to be equated with 
“Law” in the generally accepted 
meaning. of. that word. The Torah 
embodies religious and moral prin- 
ciples which are binding on. the 
conscience’ although they may or 
_mf&y not be enforced by the law of 
any particular State. Since the 


recent publication of the Wolfenden 


Report, much discussion has ensued 
concerning: the exact relationship 
between crime and sin. Despite 
wide divergences of opinion, there 
has been general agreement that 
crime and sin are very far from 
being synonymous. Yet this dis- 
tinction in no. way detracts from 
the supreme importance of the 
Divine Law, which alone preserves 
the most cherished values of civili- 
salon, and which men and. nations 
defy to their own hurt and sorrow. 
At the recent conference of the Law 


Society, Lord Denning spoke with 


much wisdom on this theme: 
“Criminal law is concerned with 
laying down in its own sphere 
proper standards of behaviour “And 
where do we get our proper 
Standards from? From our own 
moral standards. And are these 
born with us? Surely they have 
been inherited through the centuries 
and are determined by the precepts 
of religion and of good itself 1 
would say that without religion 
there can be no morality and with- 
out morality there can be no law.” 


Similarly in the international 
sphere, man-made Jaws may or may 
not conform to the Divine Law. 
Despite the deliberations of the 
United Nations, the rule of power 
politics still holds sway in the 
world. Indeed, the very endeavour 
at concerted effort may lead to an 
increase of tension between the 
nations.

MIDDLE EAST 
CONFUSION 


AMID the clamour of charge and 
counter-charge it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to distinguish 
between the numerous. conflicts 


which seem to be proliferating in the 


Middle East.. Once the issues were 


simple. The Arab-Israeli quarrel was 


easily understood. Then came the 
Arab-British conflict which was also 
| Now we have a 
new situation in which the con- 
tinuing and, it seems, growing East- 
West conflict is reflected in the 


rivalry of the various Arab States . 


whose rulers have taken up_posi- 
tions in sympathy with one or other 
of the Great Powers. The people, 
nevertheless, have retained their 
absorption in 
expressions of Arab nationalism, 
which is concerned principally with 
their struggle against either Israel 
or the so-called imperialist Powers 
of the West, or against both. The 
tragedy of Arab nationalism is that 
it has remained basically. negative 
and has failed 
dynamic, constructive impulse such 
as has developed in china, India, 
or Israel. 


The East-West conflict engendered 


the Baghdad Pact, incorporating 


Turkey. as the central feature of its 
military structure,.while Russia is 
now demonstrating her growing 
interest in the Middle East by coun- 
tering each -Western move. 
came the arming of Egypt, and 
now Syria and (according to reports 
from Aden) the Yemen are receiv- 
ing military assistance. . The dis- 
patch of Egyptian troops to Syria, 
which has been hailed in Cairo 
and Damascus as a triumph ‘of 


Arab unity, must be seen as part 


of the strategy. of strengthening 
Syria in order to counterbalance 
Turkey’s role in the Baghdad Pact 
The Syrians argued 


the American attempt to isolate her 
from the rest of the Arab world 
because she had accepted Russian 
arms. The confusion in Middle 


Eastern affairs arises largely from 


the fact that both the Eastern and 
Western Powers present themselves 
as the defenders of Arab _ inde- 


pendence, while both are at pains 


to avoid being labelled supporters 
of Israel... 


With arms pouring into every 


Arab country from one source or 


-another the political situation not 


only grows complex but increas- 
ingly precarious, and it is not 
surprising that Israel views develop- 
ments with some -degree af alarm. 
Mrs. Golda Meir has spoken in 
New York of the “ grave dangers ” 
which confront Israel, but it is 
gratifying to notice that in Israel 
public opinion remains calm. The 
situation has not deteriorated in the 
same way as it did a year ago. 
Security on Israel’s frontiers has 
remained relatively satisfactory for 
many months. The Sinai war -has 


no. doubt taught the Arab countries 


a salutary lesson, and despite 
acrimonious speeches hurled across 
the frontiers it seems clear that no 
one at present wants war. The 
United Nations Emergency Force 
appears to be doing its job well, and 
it is to be hoped that 
Hammarskjoeld’s warning to the 
United Nations against allowing it 
to lose efficiericy through lack of 
funds will be heeded. Indeed, it 
might be thought that it would 
be eminently worth while for the 


Israeli Government to do what it 


could to assist Unef in its task, even 
to the extent of allowing it to be 


_ placed on the Israeli side of the Gaza 


border or.even of inviting it to take 
up positions on other frontiers. In 
the absence of a Great Power 
guarantee of her borders the 
presence of Unef troops is a safe- 
ae which should not be under-

Our ‘news.columns constantly 


record an increase in the number 
not only of specifically Zionist 
organisations but also of societies 


‘foundéd to support every possible 


aspect of cultural and philanthropic 
activity in Israel.. The establish- 
ment of another such society, which 
was announced last week, deserves 


to be warmly welcomed. This is 


the Society for the Welfare. of 
Animals in Israel, which has been 
formed in London with the object 
of educating the Israeli public, par- 


ticularly the children, in their 
responsibility’ towards all living 
creatures. The Society proposes to 


raise funds in order to develop the 
activities of the existing small 
groups concerned with the welfare 
of animals in Israel. It also intends 
to work for. legislative measures in 
Israel which will prevent the neglect 
and maltreatment of domestic 
animals. In the furtherance of 
these objectives the Society deserves 
to. receive the wholehearted support 
of the Jewish public, for its aims 
are so entirely in accordance with 
‘the age-old teaching of Judaism. 
Throughout the Hebrew. Scriptures 
and all ancient and modern exposi- 
tions of our faith, kindness to 
animals is stressed as a fundamental 
religious duty. Humanitarian: and 
kindly consideration for animals is 
expressly enjoined.in the Decalogue 
and in very many other Biblical 
passages. The Talmudic and later 
rabbinic commentators have always 
taught that cruelty to animals is a 
breach of the Divine law and of 
the Mosaic code. 
sympathy shown by Jews for 
dumb animals is the more remark- 
able when it is contrasted with 
the callous cruelty which prevailed 
in pagan antiquity and medieval 
Christendom and which, indeed, is 
still all too prevalent in many 
countries of the modern world. In 
Britain the foundation and early 
success of the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
was very largely due to the activities 
of _Lewis Gompertz, a. devout 
British Jew. who was inspired to 
undertake this work by the humani- 
tarian teachings of Judaism. All 
the more paradoxical and perverse, 
therefore, has been the Society’s 
recent agitation against Shechita, 
which has been so often vindicated 
for its. efficacy in preventing the 
slightest unnecessary suffering to 


animals.

Sirn,—As a member of a Federation 
synagogue | should like to congratu- 
late you on your editorjal comment 
on the resignation of Rabbi Swift. 
Indeed, I have only one criticism— 
the future of the Federation is even 
more important than the future of 
Rabbi Swift. 

But | wonder! Has the Federa- 
tion a future? Is it just a coinci- 
dence that on the page adjoining your 


editorial appears an. article by its 


Executive Director on the Federa- 
tion’s 70th year ? But the tragic truth 
is that the Federation seems to be 
entirely lacking in gevurah: You speak 
of the “negation of that steadfast- 
ness of purpose which should charac- 
terise a religious institution.” Unfor- 
tunately, it is not only from this point 
of view that the Federation is open 
to criticism. People used to attack 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen for his auto- 
cratic behaviour as President of the 
United Synagogue. Compared to the 
present administration of the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues the United Syna- 
gogue (and | write as a member also 
of a “ United” synagogue) has always 
been a. model of 
behaviour. 

To me it is almost incredible that 
the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Federation  supinely 
accepted the refusal of their President 
to offer any explanation of Rabbi 
The fact that the 
‘Hon; Officers. of the Federation 
appear to treat both their Executive 
Committee and General Council with 


-indifference,-if not contempt, does not 


absolve the latter bodies from a large 
measure. of. responsibility _ for — the 
present unhappy state of affairs. After 
‘all; it was: the General Council that 
chose the Hon. Officers. 

What is the aim. of the Federation 
of Synagogues in its 70th year? Is 
it to strengthen Jewish religious life ? 
Some weeks ago I read of plans to 
revive religious life in. the East End, 
plans that. involve, inter. alia, 
amalgamation of moribund syna- 
But I have been reading of 
such plans every year for almost ten 
years now.

Rabbi's Resignation 


Sirn,—As a comparatively recent 
arrival from the provinces on the 
London communal scené and as a stip- 
porter of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues and its principles, | was very 
pleased to hear a year ago of the 
appointment, after such a long 
interval, of a Principal Rabbi. 

To have as Principal Rabbi such a 
renowned personality as Rabbi Morris 
Swift, | had hoped, would mean a

THE BARCELONA SYNAGOGUE 


Visitors Impressions 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sin,-My wife and I attended 
recently the Yom Kippur services in 


the Barcelona Synagogue, opened in. 


1954, and a short description might 
interest your readers, : 
~The building is very plain, the fit- 
tings in no way elaborate, without 
stained-glass windows to give atmo- 
sphere. The two dower floors are 
used for the Sephardi services. the 
third floor by the Ashkenazi members 
of the community, Having been 
directed to the upper floor by the 
Sephardi Shammas we passed through 
a small ante-room, used as a library, 
with posters of Theodor Herzl and 
Israel on the walls. Here we were 
greeted in Yiddish (Polish dialect) by 
an official, who invited us with great 
heartiness to enter. It appeared that 
the older members of the community 
spoke Yiddish when together in 
private, but broke into Spanish when 
speaking to the children. A com- 
bination of these two laniguages in 
the same individuals constantly sur- 
prised us, | 

The congregation did not differ jn 
appearance from any Jewish com- 
munity in the Western world, except 


in regard to the headdress of the 
women, who mostly wore scarves. 
mantillas, or handkerchiefs, and were 
very simply clothed. The children, whos 
obviously got a lot of attention, were 
beautifully dressed, with gold mezzuZa> 
on chains round their necks. 

There were present many. foreign 
visitors, especially from France. A 
young South African farmer had 
hitch-hiked from England = through 
various countries ; a Swiss young man 
was spending three months in Bar- 
celona learning Spanish; a young 
woman from Israel was spending her 
holiday in the city: one of the con- 
gregants, a man of about. 70 years, 
who had lived in Madrid for 45 years, 
had come specially to spend Yom Tov 
in Barcelona, | 

Although the synagogue lacked an 
atmosphere of serenity and holiness, 
and in spite of thoughts of the pos- 


sihle impermanence of the shallow-— 


rooted community, we could not help 
but be moved by feeling that here, 
after almost 500 years, Jews once 
more were celebrating the Holy-da)s

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Is There a Link in the Chain 


HE way to think wrongly 
about the Festival of Succot 
is to think of it apart from 
Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur 
that immediately precede it. When 
this is done, when the underlying 
truth which it celebrates is received 
in isolation, then the true meaning 
Jewish cora- 


mentators and preachers, both 


mystic and rationalistic, have at all — 


times attempted to uncover and 
discover the link connecting the 
chain of Festivals beginning with 
Rosh Hashana and culminating in 
Simchat Torah. 


This search can be traced back 
to aS early a date as that of our 
Sages of old. They were keenly 
aware that the incidence of Succot 
after Yom Kippur has no historical 
basis. The dwelling in booths by 
the Israelites during their wander- 


ings in the wilderness in all proba- 


bility commenced with the Exodus 
from Egypt, “ Why. then,” they 
ask, “ do we celebrate Succot imm-- 
diately after Yom Kippur ?” They 
give the somewhat enigmatic 
answer: “In case the Almighty has 
decreed the punishment of exile for 


his people on Yom Kippur, Israel 


in advance place themselves in 
exile by abandoning their homes, 
and by dwelling in booths. This is 
considered by God as ‘though He 
Himself exiled them to Babylon” 
(Yalkut 633). - | 


in similar vein a Midrashic state-_ 


ment explains the sequence of 
Succot after Yom Kippur in the 
following manner: “If one wishes 
to know which of two litigants 


leaving court is the successful one, — 


the one. carrying his banner high 


can be ‘easily recognised as the

Similarly, 
nations of the world come. before 


the Almighty on Rosh -Hashana. 


Matter for Debate 

We are not aware whois victorious 
until we observe. the children of 
israel. carrying before God their 
lulavim and etrogim. Therefore 
Moses exhorts his people: ‘“ You 
shall take them unto yourselves on 
the first day” (Lev. xxii, 40; M. 
Raba. 30). The homiletical lessons 
to be derived from these two rab- 
binic statements.do not concern us 
here; what is evident, is that the 
proxinmty of Succot to the previous 
Holy-days was.a matter for debate. 

A problem hike the. one. under 
discussion provided an ideal subject 
for the fertile minds of the Jewish 
mystics, Evil, according to. the 
mystics, iS essentially finite as 


opposed to Divine good. Evil is not > 
a Substance in itself, but the sever- 


ance Of one’s being from the 
Divine. Yom Kippur is the supreme 
day when man perfects a reconcilia- 
tion between himself and his 
Creator: 
end, man «must contemplate . the 
source of his sinful habits and 
misdeeds’ and reflect on the evils 
that result from. being separated 
from the Divine Being, and attempt 
to discover the royal road leading 
back to his Maker. Thus Yom 


Kippur represents the day of one’s 


inner struggle and mastery over sin. 
The highest realm of service to 
one’s Creator .is, however, 
inspired by a deep and abiding leve 
to serve Him. This can be effected 
on Succot—a festival rich in reli- 
gious ceremony when God can be 


experienced both intellectually and 


emotionally, 


Outcome of Holiness 


Some Jewish thinkers have seen 
significance in the fact that Succot 
~—the Festival of rejoicing—~should 
follow the Day of Holiness. The 
Rabbi of Kotzk (d. 1859) was accus- 
tomed to say: “Joyfulness is the 
outcome of holiness.” This is not 
only a religious sentiment but fine 
psychology. Sinful living must 
eventually rob a mgn of the true 
joy of living, for by leading such 
a life he develops a divided per- 
sonality, and any form of relation- 
ship with God is bound to suffer. 
It is impossible to hope to give of 
our best to God or serve Him 
wholeheartedly in a cheerful frame 
of mind if one half of our nature is 
struggling with the other half. The 


rabbis speak of the righteous as 
those who are ruled by their good 


inclination, — Just as one feels most 


great calms. also.

joyful when both heart and mind 
experience good health, so to be 
spiritually alert and virile a man 
must find true joy in serving his 
Maker. Physical pain implies that 
there is some hindrance to the 
normal functioning of the human 
Organism. What is true of the 


physical activity is equally true of - 


religion. 

The sorrow and contrite spirit of 
the repentant induces a spirit of 
joy. For sorrow and joy are 
neither diametrically opposed nor 
alien; they emerge from the 
Same capacity for feeling, the same 
breadth of sensitive surface which 
the soul exposes to the touch of 
God and of the world. The ocean 
that has the sweep and depth in 
it for tempests and storms has room 
The place 
where great storms arise is the place 
where we admire most the beauti- 
ful calm. A man of deep sorrows 


_ is the man of many joys. 


In line with this thought the 
famous chassidic leader R. Shneur 
Zalman of Ladi (d. 1813), in the 
course of a letter to his son-in-law 
denouncing the mode of ascetic 


living and urging upon him the 


principle of serving God out of joy, 
writes: “... . the way of attaining 
exotic joy in prayer is first to fill 
one’s heart with sorrow and 
remorse for the transgressions com- 
mitted, and to beg forgiveness” 
(Siddur Tehillath Hashem p. 702 ; 
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of Festivals ? 


New York, 1956). Judaism would 
thus counsel its adherents not to 
allow past failures and blunders to 
dishearten them, but to take new 
heart on Yom Kippur and go for- 


ward to Succot rejoicing in the 


opportunity to serve God, culminat- 


ing in the greatest of all joys: true 


adherence to and compliance with 
His will as laid down in the Torah 
—for which we celebrate the Festi- 
val of Simchat Torah. 


It is from the pen of Rabbi 


Jonathon Eybeshitz (d. 1764), the 


great Jewish scholar and preacher, 
that we get one of the most. skil- 
fully. written contrasts between 
sacred and secular joy. Writing in 
his well-known book of sermons, 
“ Yaaroth Devash,” he says: 
“ Herein lies the difference between 


‘the Jewish observance of Sabbath 


days and festive occasions, and that 
of heathen peoples ;.we rejoice out 
of a sense of privilege; they rest 
content with eating and drinking to 
satiety with the. unrestrained indul- 
gence of the senses. Ours is a joy 
never followed by sorrow and sad- 
ness. A man attends a gay gather- 
ing ringing with boisterous hilarity, 
dances with women bedecked ‘with 


jewels, and then retires to a festive — 


board laden with all sorts of dain- 
ties, only to discover after a while 


that the festivity “has only brought 
him fatigue, heaviness, and dull- 


ness. There is no secular joy but 


that is followed by disillusion and 


with our religious 
joys. Each occa- 
sion increases our 
delight and adds

regret. Not . so 


something to our 
power, hope, and 
vision” (Trans.

The Talmud (Még. 9a) relates that 
King Ptolemy of Egypt invited 72 
the land of Israel to 
translate the Hebrew. Bible 
Greek. He put each one in a separate 
room. | When they had finished the 


work, though they had not collabo-— 


rated, it was found that all of them 


had translated NID 
(“God created in the beginning,” etc.); 
they had transposed the words, and 
put first instead of 
in order that, as Rashi explains 
ad loc., the uneducated people should 
not think that *WRA was the name 
of a deity and that this deity YWR"A 
created another deity OON. 

The Greek translation of the 
seventy (or 72), known as the Septua- 
gint, is. still extant, but in all modern 
copies the order of the words in the 
first verse is the same asin the 
Hebrew—i.e., N73 YWR (En arche 
epoiesen),. It is ssible, of course, 
that originally the order had been 
changed, as the Talmud states, but 
that later it was equated with the 
Hebrew. However, according to the 
Taloiud {and Yalkut; Gen, § 3), it 
appears that for the sake of the 
illiterate in Egypt the first word in 


We can now again connect the end 
of the Torah to the beginning. 
Israel the Torah can begin with 
MMwWNIS, for obviously they would 


not misinterpret the word as being the 


name. of a deity ; the inference being 
that for the jlliterate the words had to 
“be transposed and the Torah had to 
begin with 

The word IYWNS gives us the date 
of creation: by transposing the letters 
we get “WMA 'N, the first of Tishri 
(Baal Haturim), which accords with 
the view of R. Eliezer ben Hyrkanos 
(Rosh Hashana 10b) as opposed to 
that of R. Joshua ben Hananiah, who 
held that the world was created in 
Nisan (ibid. 11a). MWR may also be 
divided intoM® Wa, with the song of 
to the whole alphabet— 
was the world created. 

The numerical value of the initial 
letters of the seven words. in the first 
verse of the Bible is 22; there are 
22 letters in the Hebrew alphabet. 
By the power of the letters from 
N to NM God created the heaven and 
the earth. He created DOWN AN: 
by MAN, by the letters BN to A, 
He created the heaven; and. also 
PANT AN, with the ‘letters AN, Le. 

to MT. He created the earth. Heaven 
and earth are equally important : the 
initials of the first five words (creation 
of heaven) add up to Il, and the 
initials of the last two words (creation 
of earth) also add up to 11: Heaven 
and earth are equal. R, Elazar ben 
R. Shimeon said: “Sometimes the 
Bible puts heaven before earth (as in 
this verse) and sometimes-earth before 


heaven (on the day the Lord God 
made earth and. heaven ii, 4); 
this teaches us that they ‘are both 
equal.”’. (Midrash Rabba, Gen. i, 21 ; 
Yalkut, Gen. 4.) 

The end of the Torah and the 
beginning can thus again be linked.

name of Benjamin D'Israeli Goldberg, 


the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs in the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasa- 
land, arrived in Belfast recently, 
where he was received by the Prime 
Minister of. Northern Ireland, Lord 
Brookeborotgh, and had lunch with

Mr. Goldberg was born in Dublin 
in. 1902, but went to Rhodesia as a 
child.

He attended the Boys’ High School 
in Rhodesia, where he won a. Beit 
Scholarship, and obtained the LL.B.

The London County 
Council and other local authorities 
have announced that fixtures for the 
new standard fireguards will in future 
be provided in all houses and flats 
under their control.

HE thousands of women— 
and men—in Great Britain 
who have taken the British 
Wizo’s special project, the Jerusalem 
Baby Home, to their hearts will be 
interested to learn how’ mag- 
nificently the institution is respond- 
ing to the emergency created by the 
present mass immigration. 

With the sudden arrival of about 
eight thousand newcomers a month, 
the Health Authorities would find their 
task far more difficuht without this 
modern, well-built institution ready to 
help wherever possible. Under the 
pressure of new needs the Home is 
rapidly changing its character. . The 
Baby and Toddlers’ Home has, in 
addition, become a Children’s Centre. 
Children recovering from serious jll- 
ness, who have passed the acute stage, 
are now sent to the Home to con- 
valesee, for it is out of the question 
to send them straight home from 
hospital, often to congested quarters 
in new shikunim. With the necessary 
care and attention they are soon 


restored to complete health, instead 


of having frequent relapses and having 
to réturn to hospital, aS was previ- 
ously often the case. 3 


Spacious Terrace 


A special ward for children recover- 
| ing from rheumatic fever was recently 
opened, to which children from the 
rheumatic fever section of the Bikkur 


Cholim Hospital. are referred. The | 
children, whose ages range up to 12: 


years, have been given a large room 
lookifig out upon a spacious terrace 
ideal for rest and relaxation.

One of the prob- 
lems of the professional newcomers 
from Eastern Europe is that in order 
to earn a livehhood they need to 
acquire, as quickly as possible, a 
thorough knewledge of Hebrew, which 
they can. only learn at intensive 
courses. . What, however, should they 
do with their children while attending 
a full-time Ulpan ?

FRITTERS—SWEET AND 
SAVOURY 


FRITTERS are small portions of food 
coated with batter and fried in hot 
fat.. They can be made of fruit, fish, 


meat, or vegetables. 


Coating Batter 
Flour, 4 oz.; salad oil, 1  table- 
spoonful; tepid water, 4 pt.; white 
of an egg; pinch of salt. 


SIEVE the flour and salt into a basin 
and make a well in the centre. 
Gradually add the oil and water and 
beat till smooth and free from lumps. 
Leave the batter to stand for an hour 
and, just before using, stir in the stiffly 
whipped white of an egg. 


To Cook. Fritters 


Use cooking fat, clarified dripping 
or oil for frying and it should be 
3 inches in depth. The fat must be 
really hot. To test the heat, drop half 
a teaspoonful of. the batter into the 
fat and if sufficiently hot-it will rise 


to the surface immediately and begin 
to brown. 


Do not put too many fritters in at 
once as they would cool the fat down 
The fritters also need 
room to swell. Brown one side, then 
turn and brown the other. ‘Drain well 
on soft paper. 


Fruit Fritters 


Drop the prepared fruit into the 
batter and when thoroughly coated 
lift out with a skewer. Do not coat 


“the fruit until ready to fry. 


Apple Fritters. Peel and core 


apples and cut into slices about ¢ inch — 
thick. Sprinkle with sugar and grated’ 
. lemon rind before coating and when — 


cooked 
cinnamon. 


sprinkle with sugar. and 


Banana Fritters. Peel, cut 


halves, then cut each piece through 


lengthways. Sprinkle with lemon 
juice before coating. 
Tinned Fruits. Pineapple, pears. 


peaches, and apricots can all be used, 
but. must be very well drained before 
coating with batter. 
| Bread Fritters 
Cur thin. slices. of bread as for 


sandwiches, spread with margarine and 


sandwich two pieces together with 
jam or marmalade: Cut off the crusts 
and cut across into triangles. Dip in 
batter and fry. 
sugar before serving. 


Meat, Fish, and Vegetable 
Fritters. 


Meat. Add 6 oz. of minced cooked 
meat to the batter and season with 
salt-and pepper. Drop tablespoon- 
fuls of the mixture into the hot. fat 


and fry tll golden brown on both 
sides, 


Fish. Remove skin and bone 


6 to 8 0z. of smoked cooked fish, add 


to the batter together with a little 
chopped parsiey. Drop’ tablespoon-

German Rule in Russia 1941-1945, 
A Study of Occupation Policies. By 
ALEXANDER DaALuin. Macmillan. £3,

the war must always be the terrible 
fate that overtook the Jewish com- 
munities of the region, and for the 
present and future, what can. be 
gleaned about the attitudes of the 
local. population to. the actions of 
their temporary rulers.

Sir.—According to the President of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association “. . .

date, and the political function of the

The caderivtin purpose of Zionism 
has not been fulfilled with the estab- 
jishment of the Jewish State, for. the 
great majority of the: Jewish people 
still remains outside its borders. The 
entire Zionist Movement itself was 
conceived as, and still remains, the 
political expression of the great idéal 
of the Return to Zion. This ideal, 
born of ancient Hebrew prophecy, 


belongs as such to Judaism as a> 
whole, and is expressed. in Jewish 
daily prayer. It must. not be .con- 


fused with Zionism, though the latter: 


is, perhaps, the most vital manifesta- 
tion of Judaism. Metaphorically speak- 
Judaism is the tree. with 


Israel, Ziohism. is its strongest branch 
helping to identify it. But the two are 
quite separate. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Statement that he 
is not a Zionist originally sprang from 
his profound disillusionment, amply 
justified, that Zionist leaders -in the 


Diaspora did. not. emigrate to Israel. 


upon its establishment, and his view 
that aliya was the sole criterion of 
“a Zionist.” His views have been in 
part rejected by the majority of. his 
party (Mapai) in Israel and by the 
Movement.

While the debate on. the definition 
of Zionism goes on, its tasks remain.

German Rale in Russia 1941-1945. 
A Study of Occupation Policies. By 
ALEXANDER DALLIn. Macmillan. £3.

For Jewish readers the central fact 
about German rule in the areas con- 
quered from the Soviet Union during 
the war must always be the terrible 
fate that overtook the Jewish com- 
munities of the region, and for the 
present and future, what can: be 
gleaned about the attitudes of the 
local population to the actions of 
their temporary rulers. In both these 
respects Mr. Dallin’s comprehensive 
and scholarly study may be felt to 
tall shert. . Yet there are good reasons 
on both counts for his omissions. 

As Dallin points out, the 
Jewish aspect of the subject has been 
dealt with so exhaustively by Mr. 
Geraid Reitlinger that it does not need 
doing again. And on the second point, 
Mr. Dallin’s concern is primarily with 
German policy and. with its. execu- 
tion, and not. with. the reactions of 
the subject. peoples except where this 
is sirictl, relevant to the main theme. 
Even so, he does in fact from time

MO ement. Generally. speaking, the 


attempt of the Germans to use anti- 
Semitic themes in their early “ psycho- 
Iovicul. warfare in Russia seems. to 
have: fallen flat. 


no evidence is offered for any 


great ‘efforts. by the non-Jewish popu- 
lation to.save the Jews from. their 
fate. there does not appear to be much 
evidence of active antisemitism: either.

PROCEDURE 


-.Reforms Suggested 
To the Editor of THe JewrsH CHRONICLE 


Sik,—THe JeEwisH CHRONICLE on 
several occasions has been instrumental 
in removing abuses in synagogal pro- 
cedure. For example, the. substitu- 
tion “of the “call” for 
(“raising the Sefer Torah”); 
the discontinuance of the raising of 
the hands by the minister when pro- 
nouncing the Priestly Blessing over a 
Barmitzvah ; 
‘I will keep Thy commandments and 
undertake and bear ; . for some 


such reasonable and more correct 


rendering as “it devolves upon me to 
keep thy commandments and to 
undertake and bear-. .” read by a 
Barmitzvah. 


Unfortunately this last most desirable 
correction has not been as yet universally 
adopted probably because it has not so 
far been possible to produce’ a new.

Sin,—In observing those who 
officiate at Jewish services, 1 have 
frequently imagined that they. display 
far more energy in putting the Sefer 
Torah back into the Ark than they 
do in taking it out to display to the 
assembly. 


However this may be, the attitude 
of mind indicated Certainly applies to 


Our treatment of Judaism itself, 


wonder whether your readers 
realise that the vast majority of non- 
Jews regard Judaism as a negative 
obsolete, and fanatical creed? This 
is the sincere belief of thousands who 
are by no means antisemitic. 

How should they know otherwise ? 
We take our Judaism, push it with 
great deliberateness into a steel safe. 
and, having bolted and barred the 
doors, proceed to mount guard upon 
it. 

When outstanding laymen turn to 
the Roman Church for. religious 


security, they are grasping for-a straw 


in the flood of irreligion which has 
overtaken this generation. When Mr. 
Sassoon was searching for a faith. bv. 
which to live, he found -only one 
organisation willing . to discuss 
religion. 

The two hundred non-Roman bodies 
have virtually gone out of business. 
and Judaism still maintains the policy 


_ of discouraging converts to the pornt 
of 


The policy of the Orthodox authori- 
ties regarding proselytes js one which 
is worthy of serious challenge and 
debate. It is a question of policy, 
and not one of revelation. Otherwise 
1 should not raise it. Judaism was 
once a great missionary faith. Are 
we justified in our attitude at the 
present day? The Inquisition no 
longer exists; but our inferiority 
complex does. 

Pending serious. discussion of this 
important matter, may I suggest that 


‘even if we lock our doors against 


converts, we have certainly one duty 
to perform. 

This urgent duty is to relieve our 
neighbours of their fantastic notions 
about. the mother. faith—Judaism. 
We oWe it it our millions of martyrs 
who died that our faith might live. 
We owe it to our self-respect. 

| often wonder what our people 
have in mind—jf indeed they have 
anything in mind-—when they recite 
the words “Out of Zion shall go 
forth the Law, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem.” 

We should do well to transfer a 
portion of our. propaganda funds 
from these wretched Jewish politics, 
and use them on-a Jewish Truth 
Society. which would enlighten non- 
Jews concerning our most treasured 
possession.

YEHUDI MENUHIN 


Yehudi Menuhin’s performance at 
the Festival Hall, last week, when he 
played a two-hour programme of 
unaccompanied Bach sonatas, must 


rank among the most remarkable 
achievements of his. remarkable 
career. In terms of physical 


endurance, concentration, and memory 
alone it was a prodigious feat. But it 
was more than that. His playing had 
the classical poise and rhythmic sense, 
the coolness and objectivity that abso- 


lute music such as this requires, and: 


his technique was equal to the most 
rigorous demands presented by the 
Chaconne of Partita No. 2 and the 
Preludio of Partita No. 3. 
tone was fine yet strong. 
faulty only rarely, fingering and bow- 
ing double-stopping as 
clean and exact as one. could wish. 
But even these do not add up to tlic 
perfection of interpretation, and the 
rapt yet restrained emotional quality 
which were the contribution of his 
own artistic personality.

screen documentaries, so perhaps there 


is mo reason why there should not 
be stage documentaries as well. The

U.N. WARNING 


‘Funds Needed For Emergeney Force

In a 47-page report submitted to the 
General Assembly last week on the 
organisation, operation, deployment, 
and future financing of the United 
Nations’ Emergency Force, the U.N, 


Secretary-General, Mr. Hammar- 
skjoeld, gave a warning that the 


general quiet at present existing along 
the Israelj-Egyptian border could 
erupt into violence “at any moment ” 
without the presence of Unef, 3 

The Secretary-General pointed out 
that there were still no Unef units on 
Israel's side of the Gaza border, listing 
that point among “a few issues that 
are unresolved.” Among these issues, 
he stated, was “the completion of 
Unef’s deployment.” Other “ un- 
resolved” issues were the right of 
Unef to fire “in either direction” at 
infiltrators approaching the demarca- 
tion line, and idea of a protec- 
tive fence along a part or the whole 
of the demarcation. line.” 


Fewer Gaza Incidents
